1 .  Call  to  Order:  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairperson  Krefting  at  6: 15  p.m. 
Present  were  Commissioners  Okamoto  and  Richardson,  Director  Magilavy  and 
Secretary  Chow. 

2.  Communications  -  There  was  a  discussion  of  mixed  press  coverage  of  the 
Sustainability  Plan  and  its  endorsement  by  the  Health,  Family  and  Environment 
Committee  and  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors. 

3.  Modifications  in  the  Department  Staffing  Plan  for  FY  1997-98 

No  action  was  taken  since  the  Commission  has  already  acted  upon  this  item. 

A  problem  has  arisen  with  requests  for  research  and  analysis  from  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  other  agencies.  The  Department  has  neither  the  time  nor  the  staff  to 
address  requests  without  further  funding.  The  sole  staff  person  with  environmental 
expertise,  Director  Magilavy,  is  already  over-committed,  and  cannot  undertake  the 
extensive  task  associated  with  requests  to  assess  the  clean-up  of  contaminated 
commercial  and  residential  sites  in  Bayview-Hunters  Point,  as  well  as  the 
environmental  status  of  the  Giants  ballpark  area. 

After  further  discussion,  Commissioner  Okamoto  moved  and  the  Committee 
unanimously  passed  the  following: 

RESOLVED,  that  the  director  be  requested  to  ask  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
supplemental  funding  in  order  to  enable  the  agency  to  respond  to  requests  for 
research  and  analyses  of  various  projects.

Director  Magilavy  expressed  the  advisability  of  discouraging  amendments  to  the 
Sustainability  Plan  for  at  least  a  year.  Commissioner  Richardson  expressed  the  need 
to  agree  on  a  process  for  handling  requests  for  review  and  proposed  amendments  to 
the  Sustainability  Plan.  Commissioner  Okamoto  favored  setting  a  certain  time  of  the 
year  for  considering  amendments.  It  was  agreed  to  begin  drafting  some  proposed 
procedures. 

5.  Public  Comment/Other  Business 

There  was  no  comment  from  a  public  member  present. 

Under  new  business,  the  Chair  indicated  that  two  items  would  be  placed  on  next 
month's  agenda  for  discussion  and  action: 

1)  A  request  from  Commission  President  Victor  that  the  Commission  discuss 
allocation  of  staff  time  in  accordance  with  programmatic  priorities  as 
determined  by  the  Commission; 

2)  That  the  process  of  the  annual  evaluation  of  the  Director  be  addressed.

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  substantive  amendments  and  new  proposals  will  be 
placed  in  a  queue  for  review  by  the  Finance  and  Operations  Committee  prior  to 
consideration  and  action  by  the  Commission  and  possible  referral  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  amendment  during  regular  reviews  of  the  Sustainability  Plan  at  two- 
year  interevals  commencing  fi-om  the  date  of  adoption  of  the  Sustainabihty  Plan  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  (July  21,  1997). 

5.  Allocation  of  Staff  Time  on  Priority  Issues  -  Director  Magilavy  presented  a  sample 
print-out  of  the  TimeSlip  software  that  she  uses  to  document  her  time  allocation  on 
various  tasks  and  projects.  The  committee  discussed  the  distribution  of  staff  time 
overall  and  requested  that  more  information  (including  the  time  allocation  of  the 
Commission  secretary/department  public  outreach  coordinator)  be  brought  to  the 
committee.  Consideration  of  this  agenda  item  was  continued  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  committee.

Call  to  Order  and  Introductions.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairperson  Steven 
Krefting  at  6:15  p.m.  Present  were  Commissioner  Linda  Richardson,  Director  Magilavy,  and 
Secretary  Chow. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  of  November  17, 1997  were  unanimously  approved  upon 
motion  by  Commissioner  Richardson.

Review  Outside  Funding  Proposals.  Discussion  focused  on  how  grant  ftmds,  such  as  those  from 
the  Columbia  Foundation  for  a  sustainable  communities  development  forum  should  be  handled. 
The  funds  could  go  to  an  outside,  independent  non-profit,  tax-exempt  organization  (classified  501c 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service),  or  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  which  could  then  contract 
implementation  of  the  grant  to  an  outside  organization.  The  committee  decided  to  ask  the 
department  director  to  convene  a  steering  committee,  including  Commissioner  Vietor,  to  develop 
procedures  for  receiving  outside  funding.  Item  referred  to  the  next  meeting  with  the  intent  of 
developing  a  resolution  to  establish  Commission  policy.

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  not  tolerate  any  assaults,  battery  or 
lireats  or  acts  of  violence  by  employees  in  the  workplace. 

Employees  are  also  prohibited  from  bringing  weapons  to  the  job,  unless  required  by  the  City  and  County  department 
n  the  performance  of  the  employee's  official  duties.  Weapons  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  firearms,  or  other 
veapons  defined  in  the  California  Penal  Code  Section  12020.

REPORTING

III.  INVESTIGATION 

Supervisors  and  managers  through  the  department  head.  Human  Resources  official,  personnel  official,  or  designee 
have  the  responsibility  to  investigate  any  reported  incidents  of  threats  or  acts  of  violence  by  any  employees  and  to  take 
appropriate  action. 

IV.  REMEDIAL  ACTION 

Appropriate  action  taken  by  the  department  head,  Human  Resources  official,  personnel  official,  or  designee  may 
include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  one  or  more  of  the  following  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  threat  or  act  of  violence: 

•  Calling  Emergency  Response  "911,"  if  the  threat  is  immediate  or  life-threatening; 

•  Placing  the  employee  on  administrative  leave  in  accordance  with  Charter  Section  8.341  or  suspension  in 
accordance  with  Charter  Section  8.342; 

•  Referring  the  matter  to  the  City  Attorney  to  determine  if  a  resfraining  order  is  appropriate; 

•  Requesting  the  Human  Resources  Director  to  schedule  a  medical  examination  to  determine  fitness  for 
duty; 

•  Imposing  disciplinary  action  up  to  and  including  dismissal  or  termination; 

•  Admonishing  the  employee(s)  that  such  behavior  is  unacceptable  and  will  not  be  tolerated; 

•  Referring  the  employee  to  the  Employee  Assistance  Program  or  to  a  health  care/medical  provider; 

•  Any  employees  who  are  a  target  of  an  act  or  threat  of  violence  may  be  referred  to  the  Employee  Assistance 
Program  or  other  support  services; 

Other  measures  may  be  taken  as  appropriate  under  the  circumstances.

She  also 
said  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  department's  budgetary  needs  as  well  as  the  recommendations 
of  the  Municipal  Rscal  Advisory  Committee's  study  of  environmental  functions  in  City 
government  would  be  set  up  before  the  February  19  submittal  deadline. 

The  Chair  requested  that  the  department  prepare  a  draft  budget  for  the  committee's  review  at 
its  next  regular  meeting  on  February  9.

1.      Call  to  Order.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairperson  Chang  at  6:15  p.nn.  Present  were 

Commissioners  The  Rev.  Bingham  and  Bradford-Bell.  Also  present  were  Executive  Director  Vietor  and 
Executive  Secretary  Shulman. 


2.  Review  of  Finance  &  Operations  Committee's  Role  /  Bylaws.  The  Commission's  Bylaws  state  that  the 
Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  budget,  financial  planning  and  operations  of  the  Department  of  the 
Environment.  And,  that  it  shall  "oversee  the  public  education  and  outreach  to  the  community  on 
environmental  issues." 

3.  Department  operational  planning  /  hiring  update.  Director  Vietor  presented  an  organization  chart  to  the 
member  and  described  the  major  program  operation  areas  and  staff  persons  of  the  Department .  The 
Pesticide  Program  (formerly  Integrated  Pest  Management)  is  now  fully  funded  from  work-orders  of  $17,000 
from  each  of  the  "big  seven"  departments  of  Recreation  &  Park,  Public  Works,  Municipal  Railway,  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  Public  Health,  Airport,  and  Port.  The  new  Resource-Efficient  Buildings  Program  (REB) 
is  in  the  process  of  hiring  its  coordinator,  who  will  oversee  a  budget  (including  $100,000  for  pilot  projects). 
The  new  Public  Outreach  Program  has  just  issued  its  announcement  for  a  coordinator  position  to  the  Civil 
Service  list  of  eligible  candidates. 

With  the  expansion  of  programming  and  personnel,  the  need  for  larger  office  space  has  become  critical  and 
the  past  three  months  have  seen  an  intensive  space  search  underway.  The  Department  has  narrowed 
down  its  search  to  two  possible  locations. 


4.      Overview  of  Department  Budget  &  Schedule,  and  Item  5  were  discussed  together.  While  the 

Department's  budget  this  year  is  nearly  double  that  of  last  year's  it  was  noted  that  a  further  increase  for  the 
next  fiscal  year  would  be  necessary  to  keep  pace  with  current  and  anticipated  growth.  Members  received 
copies  of  a  spreadsheet  showing  the  Department's  approved  budget  (according  to  the  City's  financial 
system  administered  by  the  Controller' s  Office)  and  the  Department's  budget  (according  to  the  internal 
system).  There  was  a  discussion  of  requesting  at  least  two  new  positions  next  year:  1)  an  administrative 
coordinator  to  be  responsible  for  the  purchasing,  human  resources  and  payroll,  accounting  (fiscal),  office 
management  and  telephone  reception  functions  now  performed  by  the  executive  secretary  whose  duties  as 
the  director's  executive  and  program  assistant  are  virtually  full-time;  and  2)  an  environmental  health 
specialist  who  would  coordinate  program  activities  around  the  reduction  of  toxic  pollutants,  particularly  dioxin 
and  mercury.  Supervisor  Leno  and  the  Department  are  working  on  legislation  to  create  a  mercury 
elimination  program. 

Commissioner  Bradford-Bell  suggested  that  another  public  outreach  position  might  be  requested  because 
the  scope  of  work  contained  in  the  job  description  of  the  new  Public  Outreach  Coordinator  position  is  too 
much  for  one  person  (it  is  enough  for  at  least  two.) 

A  timeline  for  budget  development  was  discussed.  The  Commission  would  approve  a  baseline  budget  for 
FY  2000-2001  in  January,  2000,  and  program  enhancements  after  February.  ^,-f-*-T- 
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5.  New  programs,  I.e.,  Environmental  Health/Mercury.  Combined  with  #4. 

6.  Friends  of  the  Environment  /Funding  Opportunities.  This  item  was  deferred  to  a  later  date.

1 .  Call  to'Order.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:45  p.m.  by  Chairperson  Chang. 
Present  were  Commissioners  Bradford-Bell,  Director  Vietor,  Executive  Secretary  Shulman, 
and  Commission  Secretary  Chow. 

2.  Department  operational  planning  /  hiring  update.  Director  Vietor  gave  an  update  on  the 
filling  of  two  new  positions  in  the  department.  An  internal  review  through  the  Civil  Sen/ice 
eligibility  list  of  nine  public  outreach  candidates  was  completed.  Two  candidates  were 
interviewed.  Because  none  were  qualified  for  the  posted  position,  the  search  has  been  re- 
opened to  the  public.  The  Chair  asked  whether  applicants  are  required  to  take  a  Civil 
Service  examination.  Executive  Secretary  Shulman  said  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  has  filed  a  request  with  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  to  fill  the 
position  as  a  provisional  one  that  would  allow  the  successful  candidate  to  take  a  Civil 
Sen/ice  test  at  a  later  date  to  become  permanent.  Regarding  the  Resource-Efficient 
Buildings  Program  Coordinator  position,  the  chosen  candidate  declined  the  job  offer.  New 
interviews  with  other  finalists  will  be  conducted  next  week.  Regarding  the  PIG,  the 
department  hopes  to  interview  candidates  in  mid-December. 

3.  Overview  of  Department  Budget  &  Schedule.  Last  week  the  department  met  with 
IVlyrna  Lopez,  the  new  budget  analyst  assigned  by  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  and 
discussed  the  progress  of  meeting  this  year's  performance  measures  and  the 
development  of  measures  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  2000-2001 .  The  Mayor's  Budget  Office 
has  expressed  preference  for  working  with  the  department  on  the  budget  before  bringing  it 
to  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  for  approval.  The  director  proposed  that  budget 
discussions  continue  in  the  Finance  &  Operations  Committee  concerning  the  various 
needs  while  still  talking  about  attaching  numbers  to  them  and  waiting  until  January  for 
overall  budget  approval.  The  director  said  she  would  seek  the  committee's  feedback  on 
her  ideas  for  the  budget's  direction.  Formal  approval  won't  be  on  the  agenda  until 
January,  2000. 


Discussion  of  baseline  parameters.  The  department  is  looking  at  continuing  the 
Pesticides  Reduction  Program  and  the  Resource-Efficient  Buildings  Program  at  basically 
the  same  levels  as  this  year's.  The  Chair  asked  whether  there  has  been  a  conversation 
between  the  Budget  Office  and  the  department  about  the  possibility  of  the  Budget  Office 
not  taking  back  the  money  that  hasn't  been  spent.  Director  Vietor  said  she  is  aware  of  that 
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prospect  and  that  the  department  is  beginning  to  spend  down  the  monies  by  hiring  a 
consultant  to  work  on  green  buildings  and  by  authorizing  the  Pesticides  Reduction 
Program  to  proceed  with  hiring  with  IPM  consultants.  In  public  outreach,  the  executive 
secretary  will  be  putting  together  a  brochure  and  a  video  for  the  department  using  some  of 
the  funds  budgeted  for  public  outreach  materials. 

Projection  of  enhancements.  Director  Vietor  provided  the  committee  with  a  description 
of  possible  program  enhancements  that  may  be  proposed.  The  department  is  considering 
whether  to  split  the  executive  secretary  position  into  another  administrative  position.  The 
budget  office  recommended  job  share:  getting  somebody  to  come  in  a  day  a  week  to  do 
human  resources  and  maybe  a  day  or  two  to  do  finance  and  payroll  and  accounting.  For 
example  a  HR/payroil  person  one  day  a  week  would  be  $8,000,  an  accounting/purchasing 
person  two  days  a  week  would  be  $16,000,  based  on  the  clerk  classification,  for  a  total  of 
approximately  $24,000.  Another  possible  proposal  would  be  creation  of  an  environmental 
health  and  justice  program  person  (to  be  defined)  who  would  address  unmet  needs 
around  dioxin,  mercury,  toxic  site  remediation,  (e.g..  Gas  House  Cove,  PG&E  power  plant) 
and  other  issues  that  are  being  forwarded  to  the  department  for  policy  decisions.  (With 
mercury  legislation  coming  down  the  pike,  the  department  will  need  staffing  for  that  as 
well.)  The  environmentally  preferable  purchasing  program  portion  concerning  the 
Commission  on  the  Environment  (currently  with  the  Solid  Waste  Management  Program) 
will  also  need  a  home  at  some  point.  Another  $55,000  may  have  to  be  budgeted  for  that. 
The  position  would  also  address  asthma  and  breast  cancer. 

For  the  next  fiscal  year,  the  public  outreach  program  budget  will  probably  have  $20,000 
added  to  the  base  of  $1 1 ,000  just  for  materials  and  the  salary  for  the  public  information 
officer  will  the  remain  the  same  with  an  additional  $50,000  for  consultants  (i.e.,  web 
designer,  graphic  designer,  etc.).  The  other  potential  enhancement  areas  are  $5,000  for 
general  materials  increase  (subscriptions,  travel,  training)  and  rent. 

Rent  will  be  a  big  issue  because  it  was  not  budgeted  correctly  for  this  year.  The 
department's  current  rent  is  approximately  $45,000  -  that's  1800  sq.  ft  at  $25  per  sq.  ft.  It 
was  $15  for  six  months  and  was  increased  to  $25  per  sq.  ft.,  which  is  not  adequate  in  the 
current  San  Francisco  real  estate  market.  The  department  will  pitch  2500  sq.  ft  at  $30  per 
sq.  ft.,  to  be  conservative  for  a  total  of  about  $75,000,  or  a  net  increase  of  $30,000. 
Commissioner  Chang:  "Where  can  you  get  a  $30/sq.  ft.  space  here?"  Director  Vietor:  "It's 
going  to  be  really  hard  to  do.  The  Real  Estate  Department  is  not  willing  to  authorize 
anything  over  $30  because  of  the  implications  for  other  City  departments'  rents.  Other 
departments  could  say  'you  gave  Environment  $35,  we  want  it  too.'" 

The  department  has  two  locations  identified.  One  is  at  Grove  &  Gough  Streets.  The 
department  has  established  a  partnership  with  the  Breast  Cancer  Fund  as  the  master 
tenant,  to  lease  two  floors  with  each  group  having  4,000  sq.  ft.  per  floor  (2).  The 
department  would  pay  for  2500  sq.  ft.  on  the  first  floor  and  1500  of  the  balance  would  be 
an  Eco  Center  that  would  be  shared  with  another  program,  a  demonstration  green  office 
space  as  it  were.  It  would  probably  mean  having  to  raise  funds  for  the  Eco  Center  project. 
The  building  owners  already  have  5  offers  from  internet  companies  willing  to  pay  top  dollar 
($40).  The  department  has  identified  another  space  of  2,000  sq.  ft.,  across  from  the  Main 
Library  on  Grove  Street.  It  could  an  interim  office  for  the  next  3  years  and  then  the 
department  could  look  at  the  new  PUC  building  at  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  that  has 
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been  proposed  as  a  green  building,  to  also  house  the  Department  of  the  Environment's 
headquarters. 

The  total  possible  enhancements  amount  to  approximately  $190,000  including  annual  cost 
adjustments.  Another  issue  that  has  come  up  for  discussion  previously  is  a  position  for  a 
legislative  analyst  —  somebody  who  would  review  legislation  in  the  pipeline  for 
environmental  implications.  It  is  distinct  from  the  toxics/health  position. 

Commissioner  Chang  requested  that  a  budget  preview  be  sent  to  Committee  members 
before  the  meeting. 

4.  Other  Business.  Commissioner  Chang,  who  also  serves  on  the  CEDAW  Task  Force 
(Convention  on  the  Elimination  of  All  Forms  of  Discrimination  Against  Women)  said  the  task 
force  is  undertaking  a  gender  analysis  of  City  departments.  She  reported  that  the  first  two 
departments  looked  at  during  the  year  were  Juvenile  Probation  and  Public  Works.  This 
coming  year,  the  task  force  will  be  doing  a  gender  analysis  with  four  departments:  Adult 
Probation,  Building  inspection  and  Department  of  the  Environment  in  three  areas:  budget, 
service  delivery,  and  employment.  Commissioner  Chang  said  it  is  not  enough  to  say,  as 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  did  at  one  point,  "we  just  provide  public  services  to 
everyone."  But  gender  analysis  looks  deeper. 

"If  you  analyze  where  you  put  street  lights,  it  could  make  a  huge  difference  in  the  safety  of 
women,"  said  Commissioner  Chang.  "It's  not  good  enough  to  have  two  bathroom  stalls  for 
men,  two  bathroom  stalls  for  women,  when  we  all  know  that  the  women's  line  is  down  the 
hall.  So  what  does  equity  mean  versus  just  mere  number  equality?  It  looks  at  budget, 
delivery  of  sen/ices,  at  employment.  So  clearly  employment  in  terms  of  women  in  this 
department,  the  number  is  going  to  look  really  good.  If  you  looked  at,  are  there  women  of 
color  or  men  of  color,  they're  not  going  to  look  so  good.  It's  all  of  this.  It's  not  about 
penalizing,  but  how  can  we  work  together  to  really  create  a  gender  analysis  for  the  whole 
City."  Director  Vietor  reported  that  Commission  Secretary  Chow  has  been  asked  to  work 
with  the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women  and  the  CEDAW  Task  Force  on  this  project.

Dear  Francesca: 


Congratulations!  Your  department  has  been  selected  as  one  of  the  four  City 
departments  this  year  to  participate  in  a  gender  analysis  based  on  the  recently  enacted 
United  Nations  Convention  on  the  Elimination  of  All  Forms  of  Discrimination 
Against  Women  (CEDAW)  Ordinance.  In  particular,  the  Environment  Commission 
was  selected  because  a  CEDAW  Task  Force  thought  it  would  provide  an  opportunity  to 
delve  into  environmental  issues  as  they  may  impact  San  Francisco's  residents  differently 
based  on  gender,  employment  issues  within  your  department,  and  budgetary  allocations 
both  within  your  department  and  also  citywide. 

This  gender  analysis  process  arises  out  of  San  Francisco's  implementation  of 
CEDAW.  To  give  you  some  historical  background  on  this  United  Nations  convention,  it 
was  signed  by  former  President  Jimmy  Carter  about  twenty  years  ago,  but  has  not  yet 
been  ratified  by  Congress.  In  the  last  couple  years,  several  cities,  including  San 
Francisco  in  1997,  passed  resolutions  urging  Congress  to  ratify  CEDAW.  When  this  did 
not  happen,  San  Francisco  became  the  first  City  in  the  United  States  to  take  CEDAW  one 
step  further  by  implementing  the  principles  of  CEDAW  at  a  local  level. 

In  April  of  1998,  the  Mayor  signed  ordinance  No.  128-98,  modeled  on  CEDAW. 
The  ordinance  requires  City  departments  to  undergo  gender  analysis  to  determine 
whether  the  department  is  implementing  the  principles  of  CEDAW  or  discriminating 
against  women  and  girls  in  its  service  delivery,  employment  practices,  or  budget 
allocation.  The  CEDAW  Ordinance  also  redefines  discrimination  against  women  and 
girls  as  "any  distinction,  exclusion,  or  restriction  made  on  the  basis  of  sex  which  has  the 
effect  or  purpose  of  impairing  or  nullifying  the  recognition,  enjoyment  or  exercise  by" 
women,  irrespective  of  their  marital  status,  on  a  basis  of  equality  of  men  and  women,  of 
human  rights  and  fundamental  freedoms  in  the  political,  economic,  social,  cultural,  civil, 
or  any  other  field." 


We  have  already  conducted  a  gender  analysis  with  two  City  departments,  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Juvenile  Probation  Department.  Thus  far,  we  have 
found  that  the  process  of  conducting  the  gender  analysis  has  led  to  positive  results.  Both 
departments  not  only  were  receptive  to  the  analysis  as  a  proactive  approach  to  identifying 
discrimination,  but  some  staff  members,  on  their  own  initiative,  have  begun  to  change  the 
way  they  evaluate  their  department's  policies  and  programs  to  serve  all  persons  more 
effectively.  The  results  of  these  first  two  gender  analyses  will  be  presented  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  their  next  meeting  on  Monday  November  8,  1999. 

Enclosed  please  find  copies  of  CEDAW  and  the  CEDAW  ordinance,  a  description 
of  "gender  analysis,"  and  a  summary  of  the  report  documenting  the  first  two  gender 
analyses.  The  entire  gender  analysis  report  will  be  available  on  the  Commission's 
website  (http://www.ci/sf.ca.us/cosw^  beginning  December  1999. 

A  member  of  my  staff,  Latika  Malkani,  will  be  contacting  your  office  shortly  to 
set  up  an  introductory  meeting  between  the  Commission  staff  and  any  Environment 
Commission  staff  members  who  you  determine  will  be  involved  in  this  process.  Based 
on  our  past  experience,  this  meeting  might  include  top  management,  especially  the  staff 
members  who  manage  major  programming,  personnel,  and  budget  matters.  Also,  as  the 
Department  head,  you  will  need  to  designate  a  management-level  employee  to  serve  as  a 
liaison  to  the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women  and  the  CEDAW  Task  Force  to  assist 
in  performing  the  gender  analysis.  It  would  be  useful  for  the  liaison  to  attend  our

Issue/Objective  Statements 

SUMMARY  STATEMENT 

The  most  significant  administrative  issue  facing  the  Department  of 
the  Environment  is  correcting  the  under-budgeting  of  ongoing 
expenses  from  4  Full  Time  Employees  to  7  Full  Time  Employees 
plus  intems;  establishing  a  volunteer  and  intern  program  and  most 
importantly,  moving  the  Department  to  a  suitable  location.  We 
currently  do  not  have  enough  money  in  our  budget  to  pay  the  basic 
operational  expenses  for  7  FTEs,  rent  or  volunteer  help.  We  will 
have  to  cut  programs  if  we  do  not  get  a  basic  expenses  increase. 

The  most  significant  programmatic  issues  facing  the  Department  is 
the  establishment  of  the  Environmental  Information,  Referral  and 
Outreach  Services  (ENVIROS)  program,  the  development  of  the 
Resource  Efficient  Building  Program  and  the  effective 
coordination  of  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Program. 
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1)  OPERATIONAL  EFFECTIVENESS 

Seven  full-time  employees  (PTEs)  were  approved  for  Fiscal  Year 
99-00  however  corresponding  expenses  were  not  increased. 
Several  areas,  such  as  publications,  trainings,  printing  costs,  office 
supplies,  computer  equipment,  subscriptions  and  intern  stipends, 
were  overlooked  and  consequently  under-estimated.  In  addition, 
the  costs  of  network  and  phone  maintenance  were  not  increased. 
Most  importantly,  rent  costs  were  significantly  underestimated. 
After  an  extensive  search  with  the  Real  Estate  Department,  it  was 
determined  that  current  rental  rates  in  San  Francisco  are  in  the  $30- 
$35  per  square  foot  range.  We  are  currently  budgeted  for  $25  a 
square  foot.  We  also  have  increased  our  square  footage  needs.  We 
had  enormous  success  with  our  intern  recruitment  and  in  addition 
to  our  YouthWorks  intern,  we  now  have  three  other  program 
intems  and  four  high  school  volunteers  (for  a  total  of  8  volunteers/ 
interns).  We  anticipate  at  least  this  many  intems  and  volunteers  for 
FYOO-01.  With  our  7  FTE,  we  now  require  work  space  for  15 
individuals. 

Also,  with  the  Department's  Charter  mandate  to  perform  public 
outreach  and  educational  activities,  we  need  enough  space  to  allow 
for  an  environmental  resource  library;  provide  public  access;  host 
and  coordinate  intern  and  volunteer  activities  and  develop 
informational  and  educational  kiosks. 

After  a  ten-month  search,  we  found  the  ideal  space,  across  from 
San  Francisco  Main  Library.  The  rent  is  approximately.  $32  per 
square  foot  for  3700  square  feet.  This  space  would  accommodate 
the  department's  public  outreach,  volunteer  and  other  personnel 
needs. 
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We  would  also  need  some  additional  minor  furnishings  for  the 
space  including  such  items  as  a  conference  table  &  chairs,  desks 
and  chairs  for  volunteers  and  interns,  a  printer  table,  information 
racks  and  back-storage  shelves  for  journals  and  newsletters. 
Finally,  we  would  like  to  request  some  monies  with  which  to  pay 
interns.  It  has  been  determined  that,  in  order  to  retain  the  quality  of 
interns,  we  need  to  provide  stipends. 

2)  PUBLIC  OUTREACH 

Objective:  Establish  an  Environmental  Information,  Referral  and 
Outreach  Services  (ENVIROS)  Program. 

Background:  San  Francisco's  the  City  Charter  section  4. 11 8  states 
that  "The  Department  of  the  Environment  shall  regularly  produce 
an  assessment  of  San  Francisco's  environmental  condition... The 
Commission  shall  conduct  public  education  and  outreach  to  the 
community  on  environmental  issues..." 

In  FY  99-00,  the  Municipal  Fiscal  Advisory  Council  (MFAC),  an 
independent  business  advisory  group  conducted  an  independent 
assessment  of  San  Francisco's  environmental  services  and  the 
agencies,  which  deliver  them.  The  MFAC  study  concluded  that  the 
Department  would  be  more  effective  if  its  primary  responsibilities 
included  effective  coordination  of  city  environmental  services; 
provide  information  regarding  best  practices  to  the  environmental 
community  and  provide  effective  outreach  and  education  via  the 
website,  technology  and  collateral  materials.  The  Department 
received  FY99-00  funding  for  a  Public  Information  Officer  (PIO) 
who  begins  work  with  the  Department  and  February  1,  2000  .  The 
PIO  will  be  responsible  for  meeting  these  objectives  as  well  as 
developing  a  media  program  for  the  Department. 

In  FY  00-01,  Municipal  Fiscal  Advisory  Committee  (MFAC) 
continued  its  work  on  behalf  of  the  public  outreach  needs  of  the 
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Department  and  has  recommended  that  the  Department  "integrate 
the  messages  and  services  of  all  CCSF  Departments  to  create  a 
public  awareness  of  city-wide  environmental  progress"  and  further, 
that  the  Department  "must  accurately  identify  and  devise  methods 
for  reaching  its  target  audience".  MFAC  recommends  the 
Department  strive  to  establish  and  administer  an  effective 
Environmental  Information,  Referral  and  Outreach  Services 
(ENVIROS)  Program. 

Funding  Request:  In  order  to  fulfill  its  Charter  mandate  and  follow 
the  recommendations  of  MFAC,  the  Department  is  requesting 
funds  to  develop  its  ENVIROS  program  and  produce  a  variety  of 
collateral  and  informational  environmental  materials.  This  would 
include  website  development,  design  and  publication  work, 
brochures  and  fact  sheets  and  newsletters,  technical  reports,  an 
assessment  of  San  Francisco's  environmental  condition  (as 
required  by  the  City  Charter),  media  programming  and  a  regular 
environmental  newsletter. 

The  ENVIROS  program  will  include  not  only  original  research  but 
also  the  translation,  production  and  distribution  of  information  a 
variety  of  topics.  The  ENVIROS  program  will  strive  to  establish  a 
network  of  working  relationships  with  other  agencies  and 
volunteers  to  provide  information  on  a  variety  of  environmental 
issues.  It  would  establish  volunteer  and  internship  programs,  plan 
and  produce  presentations  for  schools,  colleges,  volunteer 
organizations  and  other  groups  and  possibly  participate  in  and  co- 
sponsor  environmental  events,  conferences,  fairs,  and  clean-up 
drives  with  other  groups 

The  purpose  of  the  ENVIROS  program  will  be  to: 

1)  Provide  clear,  precise,  objective,  ongoing  information  on  the 

condition  of  San  Francisco's  environment  to  the  public  and 

policy-makers. 
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2)  Provide  environmental  informational  and  educational  resources 
to  a  wide  variety  of  San  Francisco  audiences 

3)  Motivate  every  resident  and  visitor  to  act  as  good  stewards  of 
their  city.  " 

3)  IPM  PROGRAM 

The  City  of  San  Francisco  manages  a  wide  variety  of  pests.  Pests 
include  insects,  rodents  and  other  animals,  plant  diseases,  weeds, 
and  germs.  The  most  common  approach  to  managing  these  pests 
in  recent  decades  has  been  the  use  of  chemicals  of  varying  toxicity 
and  hazard  to  public  health. 

San  Francisco's  pesticide  ordinance,  passed  in  October  1996  and 
amended  in  July  1997,  commits  the  city  to  a  new  pest  management 
approach  on  its  own  property.  The  city  is  committed  to 
minimizing  the  use  of  toxic  chemicals  and  getting  rid  of  pests  by 
methods  that  pose  a  lower  risk  to  public  and  environmental  health. 
The  IPM  ordinance  banned  the  use  of  many  chemicals,  in  a 
phased-in  process  from  1997  through  2000. 

The  IPM  program  was  consolidated  under  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  in  FY  99-00.  That  has  resulted  in  streamlined 
coordination  and  oversight,  as  well  as  an  extensive  reduction  of  the 
use  of  all  classes  of  pesticides.  The  cost  of  implementing  the 
program  under  the  Department  is  $125,300.  Money  is  work- 
ordered  by  the  seven  big  "user"  departments,  who  each  contribute 
$  17,900  each  to  administer  the  IPM  program. 

The  Department  of  the  Environment's  roles  in  this  program 
includes: 

.   Provide  general  oversight; 

.   Assist  other  Departments  with  drafting  their  IPM  plans  and 
monitoring  their  implementation; 
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.   Bring  city  agencies  into  compliance  and  collect  data  on 

pesticide  use  and  program  cost; 
.   Report  to  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  and  the  Board  of 

Supervisors  and  regarding  the  success  of  the  program. 
.   Develop,  propose  (for  the  Commission  to  adopt)  and  monitor  a 

"reduced-risk"  list  of  pesticides  for  the  City  and  ensure 

Departmental  compliance 
.   Assist  with  the  selection  of  an  appropriate  Pest  control  contract 

for  the  City 

4)  RESOURCE-EFFICIENT  BUILDINGS 

Resource  Efficient  buildings  make  environmental  and  economic 
sense.  Buildings  are  expensive,  wasteful  and  often  harmful  to  both 
workers  and  the  environment.  In  the  U.S.  alone,  buildings  use  30% 
of  our  total  energy.  Five  billion  gallons  of  water  per  day  are  used 
just  to  flush  toilets.  Typical  commercial  construction  generates  2- 
2.5  pounds  of  solid  waste  per  square  foot  of  floor  space. 
In  collaboration  with  representatives  of  the  Solid  Waste 
Department,  the  Water  Department,  Bureau  of  Energy 
Conservation,  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  and  others,  the 
Department  developed  the  Resource  Efficient  Building  (REB) 
ordinance  and  program  to  shift  the  city's  building  practice  to  a 
more  sustainable,  resource-efficient  model.  The  REB  Ordinance 
requires  standards  of  resource-efficiency  all  city  buildings  and 
calls  for  a  series  of  pilot  projects  to  demonstrate  state-of-the-art 
green  building  technology. 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  coordinating  and  implementing 
this  far-reaching  program.  The  Department's  roles  in  this  program, 
include: 

.    Develop  goals,  criteria  and  strategies  to  maximize  city-wide 
green  building  design  and  operations 
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Develop  and  coordinate  REB  building  training  programs  for 
city  employees  and  the  public 

Track  and  monitor  departmental  compliance  with  mandatory 
REB  requirements 

Assess  the  efficacy  of  the  program  on  both  economic  and 
environmental  grounds 

Provide  information  to  the  general  public  and  private  sector 
Compile  a  REB  resource  library,  including  case  studies  and 
altemative  product  information,  to  educate  City  employees  and 
the  public 

Convene  an  interdepartmental  task  force  assist  with 

implementation  of  the  program 

Coordinate  the  REB  program  among  city  departments 

Identify  and  promote  pilot  projects  to  highlight  REB 

components 

Make  policy  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
additional  resource-efficient  building  requirements

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:45  p.m.  by  Chairperson 
Chang.  Commissioners  Chang  and  Bradford-Bell  were  present.  Commissioner  Bingham 
was  excused.

Director  Vietor  will  be  meeting  with  S.F.  Unified 
School  District's  (SFUSD)  Head  of  Facilities  to  discuss  whether  SFUSD  is  interested  in 
partnering  with  Destination  Conservation  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 
Clean  Air  -  The  Clean  Air  Program  will  probably  be  transferred  to  the  Department  of 
the  Environment,  including  the  transfer  of  two  Clean  Air  Program  PTEs.  Director 
Vietor  mentioned  that  the  Clean  Air  Program's  activities  might  eventually  expand  to 
cover  all  transit,  including  ferries,  Muni,  taxis,  and  airport  vehicles.  Sarah  Diefendorf 
of  the  Environmental  Finance  Center  stated  that  airport  vehicles  at  LAX  have  been 
converted  to  CNG. 

Energy  Policy:  Partnership  with  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  -  Hetch  Hetchy  Water 
and  Power  is  being  restructured.  They  are  considering  funding  one  full-time  staff 
person  for  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  work  on  Energy-related  issues  and  act 
as  a  liaison  with  Hetch  Hetchy. 

Habitat  Conservation  Fund  -  The  Department  anticipates  receiving  settlement  monies 
from  the  Attorney  General's  office  from  a  lawsuit  related  to  toxics  in  the  Bay.

$  1 3  Million  -  When  Bayview/Hunters  Point  Power  Plant  shut  down  an  agreement  was 
negotiated  between  PG&E  and  the  City.  $13  million  was  appropriated  by  the  state  to 
San  Francisco  for  the  shut  down  and  environmental  mitigation.

(i.e.  George  Washington)  have  major  health  issues. 

f.  Lawrence  Livermore  National  Labs  (LLNL)  -  The  Department  has  been  talking  to 
LLNL  to  do  some  dioxin  identification/source  reduction  work  and  some  remediation 
and  sediment  analysis  work  at  Gashouse  Cove  in  the  Marina.  LLNL  is  proposing  to 
offer  the  City  of  San  Francisco  approximately  $50,000  worth  of  in-kind  services. 

g.  Global  Warming  Art/Essay  Contest  -  We  do  not  currently  have  funding  or  staffing  for 
this  program.

PROPOSAL  FOR  RELEASE  OF  FUNDS  ON  RESERVE 
FOR  ENERGY  CONSERVATION 

Background:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  put  $146,244  of  funding  for  the  Department  of 
the  Environment  on  reserve  for  the  purpose  of  energy  conservation.  This  proposal  asks  that 
these  fimds,  which  were  work  ordered  from  Hetch  Hetchy  for  Energy  Conservation,  be  released 
for  the  purpose  of  hiring  two  senior  energy  and  resource  conservation  specialists  to  work  with 
the  Department  of  the  Environment's  new  Resource  Efficiency  and  Energy  Conservation 
Manager  to  develop  a  comprehensive  energy  and  resource  conservation  program  for  the  City  of 
San  Francisco.  A  portion  of  the  funds  would  be  used  to  provide  for  program  materials  for  the 
specialists. 

Proposed  Allocation  of  Funds:  Two  senior  energy  and  resource  conservation  specialists, 
class  5608,  would  be  hired  as  of  December  4,  2000.  These  positions  would  be  temporary.  The 
allocation  of  these  fiinds  will  cover  salaries  and  expenses  through  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2000-

The  California  Legislature  has  recognized  that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  and  specifically  the  residents  of  Hunters  Point 
and  Potrero  have  disproportionately  suffered  from  the  presence  of  power  plants  in  their  neighborhoods.  In  order  to 
support  these  communities,  the  Legislature  appropriated  $13  million  to  the  City  to  mitigate  the  impacts  of  the  sale  and 
possible  expansion  of  the  Potrero  plant  and  the  ultimate  shutdown  of  the  Hunters  Point  plant.  The  City  has  determined 
diat  the  most  appropriate  use  of  these  funds  is  to  disburse  the  money  to  the  affected  communities  through  a  grants 
program.  The  Commission  on  the  Enviroiunent  is  the  lead  agency  responsible  for  overseeing  the  grants  program  and 
ultimately  recommending  grants  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  disbursement. 

Based  on  the  state  appropriation,  public  input  and  staff  recommendations,  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  has 
adopted  an  initial  application  packet  for  the  grants  program.  All  qualified  organizations  are  encouraged  to  apply  for 
grants  under  the  criteria  specified  in  the  packet.

He  stated  that  the  lack  of  spending  is 
due  to  vacancies  in  the  department  throughout  the  fiscal  year.

Record  Retention  and  Destruction  Policy  for  the  Department  of  the  Environment;  and,  be

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  empowers  the 
President  of  the  Commission  to  sign  off  on  the  Department  of  the  Environment  Record 
Retention  and  Destruction  Policy  on  behalf  of  the  Commission.

DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  ENVIRONMENT 
Record  Retention  and  Destruction  Policy 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  Record  Retention  and  Destruction  Pohcy  is  adopted 
pursuant  to  Chapter  8  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  which  requires  each 
department  head  to  maintain  records  and  create  a  records  retention  and  destruction 
schedule. 

This  pohcy  covers  all  records  and  documents,  regardless  of  physical  form  or  characteristics, 
which  have  been  made  or  received  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in  connection  with 
the  transaction  of  public  business. 

PART  I:  POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES 

A.       RETENTION  POLICY 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  shall  retain  records  for  the  period  of  their  immediate 
or  current  use,  unless  longer  retention  is  necessary  for  historical  reference,  or  to  comply 
with  contractual  or  legal  requirements,  or  for  other  purposes  as  set  forth  below.  For 
record  retention  and  destruction  purposes,  the  term  "record"  is  defined  as  set  forth  in 
Section  8.1  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code.  Documents  and  other  materials 
that  do  not  constitute  "records"  under  that  section,  including  those  described  below  in 
Category  4,  may  be  destroyed  when  no  longer  needed,  unless  otherwise  specified  in  Part 
II.  The  records  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  shall  be  classified  for  purposes  of 
retention  and  destruction  as  follows: 

Category  1 :  Permanent  Retention.  Records  that  are  permanent  or  essential  shall  be 
retained  and  preserved  indefinitely. 

•  Permanent  records.  Permanent  records  are  records  required  by  law  to  be 
permanently  retained  and  which  are  ineligible  for  destruction  unless  they  are  microfilmed 
and  special  measures  are  followed.  Admin.  Code  Section  8.4.  Once  microfilmed,  the 
original  paper  records  may  be  destroyed.  DupHcate  copies  of  permanent  records  may  be 
destroyed  whenever  they  are  no  longer  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the 
Department  of  the  Environment.  Examples  of  permanent  records  include  audit  reports, 
citizen  complaints  and  settlement  agreements. 

•  Essential  records.  Essential  records  are  records  necessary  for  the  continuity  of 
government  and  the  protection  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  individuals.  Admin.  Code 
Section  8.9.  Examples  of  essential  records  include  Code  Interpretations,  and 
Regulations. 
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Category  2:  Current  Records.  Current  records  are  records  which  for  convenience, 
ready  reference  or  other  reasons  are  retained  in  the  office  space  and  equipment  of  the 
Department.  Current  records  shall  be  retained  as  follows: 

•  Where  retention  period  specified  by  law.  Where  federal,  state,  or  local  law  prescribes 
a  definite  period  of  time  for  retaining  certain  records,  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  will  retain  the  records  for  the  period  specified  by  law.  Examples  of 
records  required  to  be  maintained  for  a  specific  period  are  permit  applications, 
Commission  packets  &  correspondence,  contracts  and  grants  exchanged  drafts  of 
contract  and  grant  agreements. 

•  Where  no  retention  period  specified  by  law.  Where  no  specific  retention  period  is 
specified  by  law,  the  department  must  specify  the  retention  period  for  those  records 
that  the  department  is  required  to  retain.  Records  shall  be  retained  for  a  minimum  of 
two  years,  although  such  records  may  be  treated  as  "storage  records"  and  placed  in 
storage  at  any  time  during  the  applicable  retention  period.  Examples  of  current 
records  include  files  on  specific  environmental  issues  and  organizations. 

Category  3:    Storage  Records.  Storage  records  are  records  that  are  retained  offsite. 
Storage  records  are  subject  to  the  same  retention  requirements  as  current  records. 

Category  4:    No  Retention  Required.  Documents  and  other  materials  that  are  not 
"records"  as  defined  by  Admin.  Code  section  8.1  need  not  be  retained  unless  otherwise 
specified  by  local  law  (e.g.,  department  head  calendars).  Documents  and  other  materials 
(including  originals  and  duplicates)  that  are  not  otherwise  required  to  be  retained,  are  not 
necessary  to  the  functioning  or  continuity  of  the  Department  and  which  have  no  legal 
significance  may  be  destroyed  when  no  longer  needed.  Examples  include  materials  and 
documents  generated  for  the  convenience  of  the  person  generating  them,  draft  documents 
(other  than  some  contracts)  which  have  been  superseded  by  subsequent  versions,  or 
rendered  moot  by  departmental  action,  and  duplicate  copies  of  records  that  are  no  longer 
needed.  Specific  examples  include  calendars  (other  than  Director  Francesca  Victor's 
calendar),  telephone  message  slips,  miscellaneous  correspondence  not  requiring  follow- 
up  or  departmental  action,  notepads,  e-mails  that  do  not  contain  information  required  to 
be  retained  under  this  policy,  and  chronological  files. 

B.       RECORDS  NOT  ADDRESSED  IN  THE  RECORD  RETENTION  SCHEDULE 

Records  and  other  documents  or  materials  that  are  not  expressly  addressed  by  the 
attached  schedule  may  be  destroyed  at  any  time  provided  that  they  have  been  retained  for 
the  periods  prescribed  for  substantially  similar  records. 
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C.       STORAGE  OF  RECORDS 


Records  may  be  stored  in  the  Department  of  the  Envirorunent's  office  space  or  equipment 
if  the  records  are  in  active  use  or  are  maintained  in  the  office  for  convenience  or  ready 
reference.  Examples  of  active  files  appropriately  maintained  in  the  Department  of  the 
Environment's  office  space  or  equipment  include  active  chronological  files,  research  and 
reference  files,  legislative  drafting  files,  pending  complaint  files,  administrative  files, 
personnel  files,  and  calendars.  Inactive  records,  for  which  use  or  reference  has 
diminished  sufficiently  to  permit  removal  from  the  Department  of  the  Environment's 
office  space  or  equipment,  may  be  sent  to  the  City's  off-site  storage  facility  or  maintained 
in  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  storage  facility. 

D.       HISTORICAL  RECORDS 

Historical  records  are  records  which  are  no  longer  of  use  to  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  but  which  because  of  their  age  or  research  value  may  be  of  historical 
interest  or  significance  may  not  be  destroyed  except  in  accordance  with  the  procedures 
set  forth  in  Administradve  Code  section  8.7.

Record  Retention  and  Destruction  Policy 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  Record  Retention  and  Destruction  Policy  is  adopted 
pursuant  to  Chapter  8  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  which  requires  each 
department  head  to  maintain  records  and  create  a  records  retention  and  destruction 
schedule. 

This  policy  covers  all  records  and  documents,  regardless  of  physical  form  or  characteristics, 
which  have  been  made  or  received  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in  connection  with 
the  transaction  of  public  business. 

PARTI:  POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES 

A.       RETENTION  POLICY 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  shall  retain  records  for  the  period  of  their  immediate 
or  current  use,  unless  longer  retention  is  necessary  for  historical  reference,  or  to  comply 
with  contractual  or  legal  requirements,  or  for  other  purposes  as  set  forth  below.  For 
record  retention  and  destruction  purposes,  the  term  "record"  is  defined  as  set  forth  in 
Section  8.1  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code.  Documents  and  other  materials 
that  do  not  constitute  "records"  under  that  section,  including  those  described  below  in 
Category  4,  may  be  destroyed  when  no  longer  needed,  unless  otherwise  specified  in  Part 
n.  The  records  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  shall  be  classified  for  purposes  of 
retention  and  destruction  as  follows: 

Category  1 :  Permanent  Retention.  Records  that  are  permanent  or  essential  shall  be 
retained  and  preserved  indefinitely. 

•  Permanent  records.  Permanent  records  are  records  required  by  law  to  be 
permanently  retained  and  which  are  ineligible  for  destruction  unless  they  are  microfilmed 
and  special  measures  are  followed.  Admin.  Code  Section  8.4.  Once  microfilmed,  the 
original  paper  records  may  be  destroyed.  Duplicate  copies  of  permanent  records  may  be 
destroyed  whenever  they  are  no  longer  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the 
Department  of  the  Environment.  Examples  of  permanent  records  include  audit  reports, 
citizen  complaints  and  settlement  agreements. 

•  Essential  records.  Essential  records  are  records  necessary  for  the  continuity  of 
government  and  the  protection  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  individuals.  Admin.  Code 
Section  8.9.  Examples  of  essential  records  include  Code  Interpretations,  and 
Regulations. 
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Category  2:  Current  Records.  Current  records  are  records  which  for  convenience, 
ready  reference  or  other  reasons  are  retained  in  the  office  space  and  equipment  of  the 
Department.  Current  records  shall  be  retained  as  follows: 

•  Where  retention  period  specified  by  law.  Where  federal,  state,  or  local  law  prescribes 
a  definite  period  of  time  for  retaining  certain  records,  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  will  retain  the  records  for  the  period  specified  by  law.  Examples  of 
records  required  to  be  maintained  for  a  specific  period  are  permit  applications, 
Commission  packets  &  correspondence,  contracts  and  grants  exchanged  drafts  of 
contract  and  grant  agreements. 

•  Where  no  retention  period  specified  by  law.  Where  no  specific  retention  period  is 
specified  by  law,  the  department  must  specify  the  retention  period  for  those  records 
that  the  department  is  required  to  retain.  Records  shall  be  retained  for  a  minimum  of 
two  years,  although  such  records  may  be  treated  as  "storage  records"  and  placed  in 
storage  at  any  time  during  the  applicable  retention  period.  Examples  of  current 
records  include  files  on  specific  environmental  issues  and  organizations. 

Category  3:    Storage  Records.  Storage  records  are  records  that  are  retained  offsite. 
Storage  records  are  subject  to  the  same  retention  requirements  as  current  records. 

Category  4:    No  Retention  Required.  Documents  and  other  materials  that  are  not 
"records"  as  defined  by  Admin.  Code  section  8.1  need  not  be  retained  unless  otherwise 
specified  by  local  law  (e.g.,  department  head  calendars).  Documents  and  other  materials 
(including  originals  and  duplicates)  that  are  not  otherwise  required  to  be  retained,  are  not 
necessary  to  the  fimctioning  or  continuity  of  the  Department  and  which  have  no  legal 
significance  may  be  destroyed  when  no  longer  needed.  Examples  include  materials  and 
documents  generated  for  the  convenience  of  the  person  generating  them,  draft  documents 
(other  than  some  contracts)  which  have  been  superseded  by  subsequent  versions,  or 
rendered  moot  by  departmental  action,  and  duplicate  copies  of  records  that  are  no  longer 
needed.  Specific  examples  include  calendars  (other  than  Director  Francesca  Victor's 
calendar),  telephone  message  slips,  miscellaneous  correspondence  not  requiring  follow- 
up  or  departmental  action,  notepads,  e-mails  that  do  not  contain  information  required  to 
be  retained  under  this  policy,  and  chronological  files. 

B.       RECORDS  NOT  ADDRESSED  IN  THE  RECORD  RETENTION  SCHEDULE 

Records  and  other  documents  or  materials  that  are  not  expressly  addressed  by  the 
attached  schedule  may  be  destroyed  at  any  time  provided  that  they  have  been  retained  for 
the  periods  prescribed  for  substantially  similar  records. 
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C.       STORAGE  OF  RECORDS 


Records  may  be  stored  in  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  office  space  or  equipment 
if  the  records  are  in  active  use  or  are  maintained  in  the  office  for  convenience  or  ready 
reference.  Examples  of  active  files  appropriately  maintained  in  the  Department  of  the 
Environment's  office  space  or  equipment  include  active  chronological  files,  research  and 
reference  files,  legislative  drafting  files,  pending  complaint  files,  administrative  files, 
personnel  files,  and  calendars.  Inactive  records,  for  which  use  or  reference  has 
diminished  sufficiently  to  permit  removal  from  the  Department  of  the  Environment's 
office  space  or  equipment,  may  be  sent  to  the  City's  off-site  storage  facility  or  maintained 
in  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  storage  facility. 

D.       HISTORICAL  RECORDS 

Historical  records  are  records  which  are  no  longer  of  use  to  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  but  which  because  of  their  age  or  research  value  may  be  of  historical 
interest  or  significance  may  not  be  destroyed  except  in  accordance  with  the  procedures 
set  forth  in  Administrative  Code  section  8.7.

Call  to  Order  and  Roll  Call.  Commissioner  Rodriguez  called  the  meemg^W^  LIBRARY 
order  at  4:47  p.m.  Commissioners  Bingham  and  Rodriguez  were  present. 
Commissioner  Bradford-Bell  was  absent. 


2.  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  September  12,  2001  Meeting.  The  minutes  were  ACTION 
unanimously  adopted  upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Bingham. 

3.  Finance  Report  for  August  2001 .  Deputy  Director  Assmann  reported  that  the  INFORMATION 

Department  is  on  target  and  has  spent  approximately  1 1  %  of  its  budget  in  1 7% 
of  the  year.  A  large  portion  of  the  savings  is  due  to  vacancies  and  attritions. 
The  Center  for  Environmental  Health  was  not  certified  so  spending  did  not 
occur  in  that  area.  The  Green  Building  project  spent  better  than  average.  The 
Grant  program  is  on  target  at  17%;  this  area  is  not  time-dependent. 
Comments: 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  if  the  Department  would  ever  come 
close  or  exceed  the  budget  in  particular  areas.  Deputy  Director 
Assmann  responded  that  the  Department  spends  to  budget  and  that 
last  year  the  Department  came  slightly  under.  Executive  Director 
Blumenfeld  responded  that  the  Department  won't  go  over  budget,  it's  a 
net-net  situation  and  that  funds  are  restricted. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  if  monies  are  carried  forward  or  go 
back  to  the  government.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  replied  that  general 
funds  do  not  carry  forward  unless  they  are  set  aside  for  a  purchase 
order.  Only  $700,000  of  the  Department's  budget  comes  from  the 
general  fund.  The  Department  has  been  asked  to  cut  the  general  fund 
by  $65,000. 

•  Commissioner  Bingham  asked  where  the  cuts  would  come  from. 
Deputy  Director  Assmann  replied  that  a  portion  of  grant  funding  would 
be  transferred  into  the  operating  budget  that  wasn't  accounted  for  in  the 
budget  initially  to  offset  the  $65,000  decrease.  Executive  Director 
Blumenfeld  noted  that  the  cuts  do  not  have  to  originate  from  the 
general  fund.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  concluded  that  the  salary 
savings  could  be  used  to  offset  the  deduction. 
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•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  if  these  budget  cuts  are  the  beginning 
of  more  cuts  in  the  future.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  replied  that 
realistically,  the  Department  will  have  to  make  more  cuts  for  next  year, 
which  would  be  harder  compared  to  this  year.  Also,  decreases  in  next 
year's  budget  might  be  more  substantial  due  to  the  City's  overall 
financial  condition.  But  he  also  highlighted  that  since  a  small 
percentage  of  the  Department's  budget  comes  from  the  general  fund, 
the  affect  will  not  be  as  great. 

•  Deputy  Director  Assmann  wants  to  work  with  Clean  Air  to  ask  for 
overhead  in  grants  and  to  receive  funds  in  that  area.  Currently,  the 
Department  subsidizes  Clean  Air  without  any  overhead.  The 
Department  acquired  a  new  project  and  took  back  a  $1.5  million  grant 
project  in-house. 

•  Commissioner  Bingham  asked  if  interest  can  be  earned  on  the  money 
the  Department  saved.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  answered  that  the 
City  earns  interest  that  goes  back  to  the  general  fund. 

•  Deputy  Director  Assmann  mentioned  that  two  items  will  be  included  in 
next  month's  report:  Solid  Waste  and  the  new  grant  project 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  what  the  total  budget  will  be  including 
solid  waste.  Over  $20  million. 

4.  Update  on  Office  Space  and  Renovations.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  INFORMATION 

stated  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  lease.  He  is  still  negotiating 
with  the  landlord  that  should  conclude  by  October  18,  2001  agreeing  on  items 
the  Department  wishes  for  him  to  pay  for.  Afterwards,  the  renovations  can 
begin.  The  Department  is  behind  schedule  because  he  wanted  renovations  to 
already  start  by  now.  Mark  Palmer  and  Cal  Broomhead  are  working  on  what 
needs  to  happen  once  the  Department  receives  the  approval,  and  this  should 
occur  by  October  18,  2001. 
Comments: 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  if  a  maintenance  department  exists  or 
does  the  Department  contract  out.  Deputy  Director  answered  that  the 
Bureau  of  Architecture  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  the 
resource  but  due  to  limited  time,  the  Department  will  use  the  landlord's 
contractor.  Executive  Director  Blumenfeld  explained  the  Mayor's  goal 
of  moving  Solid  Waste  and  the  Department  together  in  one  building. 
Presently,  both  can  be  moved  to  the  top  two  floors  of  1 1  Grove  Street. 
Executive  Director  Blumenfeld  expressed  the  desire  to  have  building 
issues  finalized  by  the  next  Finance  &  Operations  Committee  meeting. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  what  is  the  timeline  for  renovations. 
Executive  Director  Blumenfeld  replied  that  renovations  are  for  the 
second  half  of  the  first  floor.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  stated  that  the 
maximum  time  allotted  for  renovations  is  3-4  weeks.  Executive  Director 
Blumenfeld  added  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  negotiations  will 
conclude  by  the  following  week  and  that  all  parties  should  come 
together  at  that  time. 

5.  Consideration  and  Approval  of  Commission  Schedule.  Executive  Director  ACTION 
Blumenfeld  described  the  impetus  for  creating  a  rotating  schedule.  He  met 
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with  Commissioners  Hayes  and  Shah  and  expressed  the  vision  of  getting  the 
meeting  out  into  the  community.  Each  meeting  would  focus  on  particular 
themes  outlined  in  the  Sustainability  Plan.  The  schedule  would  allow  for 
greater  accountability  on  what  has  been  done.  Another  goal  is  to  have  a 
supervisor  present  at  each  meeting  so  that  all  districts  have  representation. 
He  expressed  the  desire  to  change  the  meeting  day  to  the  third  Tuesday  of 
each  month  so  that  supervisors  have  the  opportunity  to  attend  because 
Mondays  conflict  with  Board  of  Supervisor  meetings.  Commissioner  Bingham 
motioned  to  approve  the  proposed  schedule  of  hearings.  Commissioner 
Rodriguez  proceeded  to  second  the  motion. 
Comments: 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  how  hearing  topics  are  decided. 
Executive  Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  Department's  broad 
agenda  coupled  with  the  Sustainability  Plan  topics  that  helped  to 
formulate  the  schedule.  He  added  that  Commissioner  Hayes  made  a 
suggestion  to  determine  where  the  Department  was  in  relation  to  the 
Sustainability  Plan.  Issues  to  consider  included  how  do  we  hold 
different  parts  of  the  city  accountable  and  what  areas  the  City  holds 
interest. 

•  Executive  Director  Blumenfeld  announced  that  Solid  Waste  has  a 
School's  Outreach  Department  and  that  a  local  school  will  be  invited  to 
every  meeting. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  suggested  contact  groups  for  upcoming 
hearings  in  various  locations  around  the  City. 

•  Commissioner  Bingham  suggested  that  sewage  be  included  as  a  topic 
for  the  upcoming  November  Commission  meeting  as  an  item  for 
discussion. 

•  Deputy  Director  Assmann  commented  on  how  the  upcoming  election 
would  affect  the  topic  for  discussion  for  the  November  Commission  on 
the  Environment  meeting. 

The  amended  draft  Schedule  for  Hearings  was  unanimously  approved  upon 
motion  by  Commissioner  Bingham. 

6.  Public  Comments.  There  were  no  Public  Comments. 

7.  Adjournment.  The  meeting  adjourned  at  5.29p.m.

1.     Call  to  Order  and  Roll  Call.  Commissioner  Rodriguez  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  4:47  p.m.  Commissioners  Bingham  and  Rodriguez  were  present. 
Commissioner  Bradford-Bell  was  excused.

2.  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  October  10,  2001  Regular  Meeting.  The  minutes 
were  unanimously  adopted  upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Bingham. 

3.  Finance  Report  for  October  2001.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  reported  that 
the  Department  has  spent  46%  of  its  budget  at  42%  of  the  year.  The 
Department  is  on  target  for  ail  categories  and  they  are  determining  what  exists 
in  the  Solid  Waste  Management  Program.  Spending  is  slow  in  energy. 
Administration  is  still  handling  the  grants. 

•  Director  Blumenfeld  asked  if  money  is  encumbered  from  previous 
years.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  replied  that  money  is  encumbered 
from  1998 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  if  the  money  will  be  spent.  Deputy 
Director  Assmann  replied  that  money  returns  to  funds  for  that  area. 

•  Director  Blumenfeld  suggested  creating  an  environmental  justice  fund 
with  the  encumbered  funds 

•  Deputy  Director  Assmann  commented  that  Solid  Waste  Management 
Program  has  a  guaranteed  budget  of  $5  million/year  for  the  next  five 
years.  The  money  will  be  carried  over,  is  not  a  line-item  and  will  be  an 
annual  versus  continual  budget. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  how  the  Department  encumbers  a 
negative  amount.  Commissioner  Bingham  asked  where  the  value 
came  from.  Director  Blumenfeld  replied  that  the  Comptrollers  Office  is 
attempting  to  reconcile  the  inaccuracy.  He  stated  that  the  Solid  Waste 
Management  Program  account  was  believed  have  index  codes  for  one 
department  but  that  the  Comptrollers  Office  informed  that  the  codes  are 
for  other  departments  also. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  how  the  negative  encumbrance  can  be 
resolved,  Director  Blumenfeld  replied  that  the  Department  needs

•  Deputy  Director  Assmann  added  that  funds  would  be  transferred  to  new 
Department  of  the  Environment  index  codes  once  the  amounts  are 
determined.  He  also  stated  that  Clean  Air  is  behind  because  the  grants 
are  for  the  one-time  purchase  of  equipment. 

•  Director  Blumenfeld  suggested  that  the  Commission  could  request  the 
Comptroller's  Office  to  present  at  the  next  Finance  &  Operations 
Committee  meeting  if  the  index  code  issue  isn't  resolved. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  recommended  that  the  Comptroller  be 
present  at  the  next  meeting  if  the  index  codes  for  Solid  Waste 
Management  Program  are  not  resolved  by  that  time. 

4.  Budget  Report  for  Fiscal  Year  2002-2003.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  INFORMATION 

stated  that  the  budget  should  be  complete  by  Feb.  20,  2002.  He  described 
the  timeline  for  the  next  fiscal  year's  budget,  including  team  leaders, 
budget  guidelines,  a  review  period  and  then  the  final  draft  due  by  Feb.  11, 
2002.  Performance  measures  will  also  be  due  at  this  time 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  how  these  measures  are  used. 
Deputy  Director  Assmann  replied  that  the  measures  are  not 
implemented,  rather  were  initially  designed  for  departments  to  create 
goals. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  if  the  measures  were  an  evaluation 
tool  to  determine  future  activities.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  replied 
that  if  goals  were  not  met  then  the  general  fund  allocation  will  be 
smaller  for  the  next  budget. 

•  Commissioner  Bingham  asked  if  the  Department  will  meet  to 
create/determine  goals.  She  suggested  to  look  at  Francesca  Vietor's 
previous  department  goals. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  if  the  Department  sets  annual  goals. 
Director  Blumenfeld  replied  that  integrating  the  two  departments  is  a 
huge  task  and  wants  to  have  a  holistic  department.  The  department 
will  be  divided  into  several  divisions  but  that  all  the  managers  have  not 
been  hired.

1 .  Call  to  Order  and  Roll  Call 

Chair  Rodriguez  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:00  PM.  Commissioners  Bingham  and 
Rodriguez  were  present.  Commissioner  Bradford-Bell  was  absent. 

2.  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  January  9,  2002  Meeting  -  ACTION 

The  minutes  were  unanimously  adopted  upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Bingham. 

3.  Budget  Report  for  Fiscal  Year  2002-2003  -  INFORMATION 

•  Deputy  Director  Assmann  provided  a  current  draft  of  the  budget  including 
expenses  by  program  area  (non-salary)  and  a  higher-level  summary  of  salaries, 
benefits,  and  services  from  other  departments.  He  stated  that  nothing  was 
included  for  carrying  over  from  this  current  fiscal  year  to  next  year.  He  said  the 
$10.8  million  budget,  doesn't  include  CA  grants. 

•  Commissioner  Bingham  commented  that  Environmental  Justice  grants  are  blank. 
Mr.  Assmann  replied  money  is  appropriated  this  year  and  doesn't  show  for  2002- 
2003. 

•  Highlights: 

1)  Mr.  Assmann  said  Urban  Forestry  Council  needs  other  city  department  approval 
for  $25,000  each  from  six  departments  and  that  the  Council  will  be  reality  in  next 
fiscal  year. 

2)  All  of  the  former  Solid  Waste  Management  Program  is  integrated  into  the 
Department  now. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  about  recovery  from  other  City  departments. 
Director  Blumenfeld  replied  with  an  IPM  example  where  DoE  provides  services  to 
other  departments. 

•  Director  Blumenfeld  asked  about  $2.6  million  in  Small  Business  Lighting  Retrofit. 
Mr.  Assmann  replied  they  are  the  signed  contracts  in  two  segments  for  what  is 
appropriated  this  year  and  the  next  fiscal  year. 

•  Mr.  Assmann  commented  that  the  budget  is  much  larger  than  the  Department  has 
worked  with  in  the  past. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  about  negative  funds  discussed  from  prior 
meetings.  Mr.  Assmann  said  this  year's  budget  'works'  or  is  balanced  and  that 
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records  prior  to  this  fiscal  year  still  needs  to  be  tracked  to  1978  to  have  it  balanced. 

•  Mr.  Assmann  stated  the  past  funds  are  not  included  into  the  next  year's  budget  and 
that  DPW  Accountants  will  address  the  budget  issues. 

•  Mr.  Assmann  concluded  that  the  draft  has  already  been  submitted  to  the  Mayor  for 
approval,  less  that  $1  million  comes  from  general  fund,  and  that  the  working  budget 
includes  Clean  Air  grants,  Environmental  Justice  and  Power  Savers  programs. 
Overall  budget  will  be  $20  million. 

4.  Fiscal  Report  through  February  2002  -  INFORMATION 

•  Deputy  Director  Assmann  showed  the  current  budget  that  details  66%  budget 
spent  at  69%  of  the  year.  He  described  that  Environmental  Justice  spent  all  of 
their  Materials  &  Supplies  budget  for  the  year  and  there  was  no  update  on  the 
Clean  Air  Grants  spending  through  February  2002. 

•  Commissioner  Bingham  commented  that  the  Solid  Waste  Management  Program 
(SWMP)  budget  was  larger  than  the  8  million  dollars  consolidated  into  DoE's 
budget. 

•  Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  about  restructuring  staff  and  would  the  SWMP 
future  budget  be  smaller  if  the  staff  numbers  change. 

•  Mr.  Assmann  concluded  with  the  Department  spent  59%  of  its  money  in  66%  of  the 
year. 

5.  Public  Comments  -  INFORMATION 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  suggested  changing  the  frequency  of  meetings  for  the 
Committee  from  monthly  to  a  quarterly  basis.

1.  Call  to  Order  and  Roll  Call 

Chair  Rodriguez  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:41  PM.  Commissioners  Bradford-Bell  and 
Rodriguez  were  present.  Commissioner  Bingham  was  excused. 

2.  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  March  13,  2002  Special  Meeting  -  ACTION 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  motioned  the  minutes  for  consideration.  Comm.  Rodriguez 
seconded  the  motion.  The  Committee  unanimously  adopted  the  minutes. 

3.  Budget  Report  for  Fiscal  Year  2001-2002  -  INFORMATION 

Deputy  Director  Assmann  described  the  Department  of  the  Environment  budget  for  Fiscal 
Year  2001-2002.  He  said  85%  was  spent  in  what  was  budgeted  for  the  year  and  that  the 
Department  is  under  budget.  He  said  services  of  other  departments  are  over  budget, 
while  the  operating  budget  is  under  budget. 

Center  for  Environmental  Health's  has  $150,000  appropriation  to  work  on  PCB 
contamination  and  PBT's.  The  money  can-ies  forward  to  the  next  fiscal  year  if  money  is 
not  spent.  The  project  will  go  on  through  the  entire  fiscal  year.  Green  Building  funds 
received  from  outside  grants  totaling  $228,000  has  all  been  spent.  Clean  Air  grants  have 
been  awarded  but  have  not  been  spent  which  illustrates  the  large  balance.  The 
Department  spent  42%  of  its  total. 

Chair  Rodriguez  asked  to  clarify  calculations  on  the  chart  that  illustrate  93%  spent  and  if 
the  7%  is  carried  forward  or  returns  to  the  general  fund.  Mr.  Assmann  replied  that  the  7% 
returns  to  the  general  fund. 

Chair  Rodriguez  asked  about  the  distinction  between  awarded,  not  spent  and 
encumbered.  Mr.  Assmann  said,  "not  spent"  and  "encumbered"  are  synonymous.  Ms. 
Rodriguez  added  and  clarified  that  money  committed  to  funds  not  yet  spent  is  similar  to 
money  that  will  be  spent  in  future  fiscal  years. 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  asked  about  the  four  areas  that  were  over  budget.  Mr.  Assmann 
replied  that  sen/ices  of  other  departments  include  an  offset  not  transferred  yet  that  will 
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reduce  the  amount  significantly.  The  fringe  benefits  were  over  and  depending  on  what 
benefits  people  receive  will  increase  the  amount  people  receive  in  benefits. 

An  unidentified  male  asked  a  breakdown  of  the  positions.  Mr.  Assmann  said  that 
information  could  be  provided  because  it  is  public  information.  He  said  an  organizational 
chart  is  available  that  shows  the  Department's  new  structure  which  can  be  made  available 
upon  request. 

4.  Budget  Report  for  Fiscal  Year  2002-2003  -  INFORMATION 

Deputy  Director  Assmann  said  the  Environmental  Justice  grants  are  not  included  in  the 
table  due  to  the  City's  accounting  system.  Monies  are  in  a  continuing  fund  and  therefore 
are  in  a  separate  category.  He  solicited  questions  from  the  attendants  and  reported  that 
this  year's  budget  is  balanced.  He  described  monies  coming  from  other  accounts,  grants, 
departments,  etc. 

Chair  Rodriguez  asked  why  are  some  grants  included  here  and  not  Environmental  Justice. 
Mr.  Assmann  replied  that  the  only  difference  is  its  set  up  in  the  accounting  system 
because  it  is  a  three-year  program.  He  added  that  most  grants  end  this  year  even  though 
they  were  longer  than  three  years.  Clean  Air  &  Environmental  Justice  grants  are  the  only 
ones  that  continue  past  this  fiscal  year. 

Chair  Rodriguez  asked  for  a  comparison  between  last  year's  budget  and  the  current  fiscal 
year's  budget.  Mr.  Assmann  described  the  different  structure  from  the  current  year  to  last 
year.  He  said  salaries  are  divided  into  program  areas  to  reflect  the  Department's  duties 
that  include  20  index  codes. 

Chair  Rodriguez  asked  for  a  percentage  of  budget  increases  in  the  last  few  years.  Mr. 
Assmann  said  a  year  and  a  half  ago  the  budget  was  $1.5  million  compared  to  the  current 
budget  of  $20  million. 

An  unidentified  male  asked  where  did  the  change  come  from.  Mr.  Assmann  replied  the 
change  originated  from  the  Environmental  Justice  grant,  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  grant  and  integration  with  the  former  Solid  Waste  Management  Program  that 
included  an  increase  from  14  to  58  employees. 

An  same  gentleman  asked  about  the  amount  for  the  Environmental  Justice  grant.  Mr. 
Assmann  clarified  that  the  program  is  $13  million  over  three  years  for  the  Department  of 
the  Environment. 

Mr.  Assmann  said  in  addition  to  the  $13  million  appropriation,  the  general  fund  is  used  for 
the  Environmental  Justice  program. 

5.  Recycling  Grant  Program  Review  -  PRESENTATION 

Robert  Haley,  Recycling  &  Special  Projects  Coordinator,  provided  an  overview.  He  said 
the  program  consists  of  annual  grants  since  1980's.  He  made  the  grant  program 
competitive  starting  8.5  years  ago.  He  described  the  evolution  of  the  grant  program  since 
his  start.  For-profits  were  part  of  the  grant  recipients  about  five  years  ago.  Grants  have 
created  jobs,  help  organizations  buy  equipment,  and  enable  groups  to  survive.  The  grant 
program  is  funded  through  the  garbage  rate  (impound  account).  Mr.  Haley  described  the 
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fiscal,  environmental  and  social  benefits  from  the  grant  program.  In  general,  grantees 
meet  tonnage  goals  and  also  have  education,  market  and  development  grants. 

He  described  the  challenge  of  the  time  consuming  process  due  to  the  bureaucracy  but 
recognized  it  is  part  of  awarding  grants  using  public  funds.  He  has  learned  and  shaped 
the  process  to  minimize  the  unnecessary  bureaucracy  because  of  his  experience  with 
grants.  He  said  the  grant  announcement  is  sent  out  to  over  900  groups  per  year  and  that 
the  one-page  application  encourages  people  to  give  new  ideas  and  submit  a  proposal.  A 
team  is  assembled  to  review  different  proposals,  conduct  interviews  and  make 
recommendations  that  have  been  confirmed  by  the  director.  At  present,  three  cycles  are 
occurring:  half  of  the  grants  from  last  year  are  in  its  final  stage,  certify  the  most  recent 
year  and  receipt  of  40  proposals  for  $4  million  for  following  year.  This  cycle  has  the  most 
proposals  ever  received  with  a  4:1  ratio.  He  acknowledged  the  benefits  of  having  different 
staff  to  collaborate  on  different  grant  programs. 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  suggested  having  the  presentation  that  is  properly  noticed  on  a 
future  agenda. 

Chair  Rodriguez  suggested  having  each  program  area  present  at  different  Finance  & 
Operations  Committee  meetings. 

Deputy  Director  Assmann  said  the  Toxics  Reduction  Division  gives  $60,000  in  grants. 
Chair  Rodhguez  said  the  Toxics'  presentation  said  could  be  included  with  the  other 
programs. 

5.  Environmental  Justice  Grant  Program  Review  -  PRESENTATION 

Hillary  Amsberry,  Grant  Program  Manager,  provided  the  background.  She  said  the  Mayor 
secured  monies  from  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  tied  to  geographic 
boundaries  of  Potrero  Hill  and  Bayview.  The  Department  of  the  Environment  and  Mayor's 
Office  of  Economic  Development  created  a  grant  program  with  priority  areas  of 
Environmental  Health,  Environmental  Justice  and  Climate  Change.  A  portion  of  the  grant 
program  required  having  a  quarterly  reporting  process  that  describes  accomplishments 
and  challenges  experienced. 

Ms.  Amsberry  and  Ms.  Mehta  alternated  in  presenting  the  various  grant  recipients  and 
their  programs. 

a.  Arc  Ecology  has  not  met  program  goals.  Comm.  Bradford-Bell  asked  where  the 
Community  Window  is  located  and  Ms.  Mehta  provided  an  address.  Comm.  Bradford-Bell 
clarified  that  their  program  goals  have  not  been  completed  in  previous  quarters  and  asked 
why  the  Department  has  expended  additional  costs.  Ms.  Amsberry  said  costs  incurred 
were  from  RFP's  and  training. 

Chair  Rodriguez  recommended  asking  why  Arc  Ecology  has  not  completed  their  goals, 
where  has  the  money  gone  since  it  has  been  spent,  and  where  will  the  additional  funding 
come  from.  She  stressed  to  hold  Arc  Ecology  accountable  to  their  program  goals  and 
describe  what  the  problems  and  solutions  may  be. 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  asked  how  the  achievements  match  the  stated  program  goals  and 
what  is  the  percentage  of  work  left  necessary  to  accomplish  goals. 
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b.  Sraddha  Mehta  provided  an  overview  for  Alternative  Community  Energy  Program 
(ACE).  She  said  the  project  began  with  a  really  rough  start.  Yvonne  Webb  provided  her 
energy  background. 

James  Morrison  said  securing  CEC  rebates  wasn't  a  criterion.  ACE  decided  an  Outreach 
Assistant  wasn't  needed  because  they  were  doing  well.  The  training  schedule  has  been 
completed  and  criterion  for  sites  is  completed. 

Chair  Rodriguez  asked  if  the  Department  has  received  written  explanations.  Ms.  Mehta 
elaborated  on  correspondence  received. 

Mr.  Morrison  wanted  to  change  the  due  dates/project  goals.  Ms.  Rodriguez  made  the 
recommendation  that  the  Department  hold  grantees  accountable  for  the  grants.  If 
variations  occur,  they  need  to  be  reported  in  writing  with  clarification  on  how  it  can  be 
resolved  with  renegotiation  involved. 

Mr.  Blumenfeld  said  the  next  goal  is  to  have  a  meeting  to  re-examine  the  work  plan  and 
decide  the  roles  and  responsibilities. 

c.  Ms.  Amsberry  described  the  Department  of  Public  Health  has  a  grant  for  over  three 
years  with  four  subcontractors,  but  one  subcontractor  was  de-funded.  Each 
subcontractors  will  provide  outreach  to  help  youth  and  have  families  enroll  in  DPH 
programs. 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  asked  about  the  fourth  group  who  is  no  longer  participating.  Ms. 
Amsberry  said  DPH  is  looking  for  a  fourth  participant.  Comm.  Bradford-Bell  stressed  the 
need  to  be  balanced  with  a  replacement  from  a  representative  in  the  targeted  communities 
(Bayview  Hunters  Point  and  Potrero  Hill). 

Ms.  Amsberry  said  each  CBO  receives  $25,000  and  that  DPH  uses  $30,000  to  administer 
the  grants. 

d.  Ms.  Mehta  described  Greenaction  for  Health  &  Environmental  Justice.  She  said  they 
received  the  final  report  because  it  was  a  one-year  grant  and  that  all  goals  were 
completed. 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  asked  for  copy/photos  for  records  to  see  a  successful  program. 

Ms.  Espinola  Jackson  asked  about  zipcodes  not  located  in  Bayview  Hunters  Point  and 
Potrero  Hill  listed  as  the  grant  recipients. 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  asked  if  groups  needed  to  collaborate  with  groups  located  in 
Bayview  Hunters  Point.  Ms.  Mehta  clarified  they  do  not  have  to  cooperate  with  Bayview 
Hunters  Point  groups  but  grant  recipients  partnered  with  community  groups. 

e.  Ms.  Amsberry  said  Health  and  Environmental  Resource  Center  (HERC)  is  a  positive 
recipient  experience.  The  project  will  have  a  community  driven  needs  assessment  on  the 
expansion  of  the  Southeast  Health  Care  Facility.  She  said  HERC  partnered  with  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  on  the  project. 
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f.  Ms.  Amsberry  described  the  Housing  Conservation  and  Development  Corporation. 

IVls.  Jackson  asked  why  Literacy  for  Environmental  Justice  (LEJ)  is  involved  with  this 
group  since  it  is  a  grant  recipient.  Ms.  Amsberry  replied  that  youth  are  available  to  work 
with  LEJ. 

g.  Ms.  Amsberry  described  Literacy  for  Environmental  Justice  and  their  project  as  one  that 
is  a  collaboration  with  the  Port  of  San  Francisco. 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  asked  if  an  environmental  study  is  needed  to  determine  if  the  land  is 
a  Native  American  burial  ground.  Chair  Rodriguez  stated  that  an  Environmental  Impact 
Statement  is  a  requirement. 

Ms.  Jackson  was  very  upset  because  the  proposed  area  for  the  building  is  a  toxic  site. 
She  stressed  that  the  public  was  not  aware  of  the  funding. 

Chair  Rodriguez  asked  for  any  EIS  detailing  the  toxicity  of  the  site.  Ms.  Amsberry  said  a 
presentation  would  occur  for  the  Commission  on  the  characterization  on  the  land. 

Mr.  Morrison  asked  how  LEJ  received  the  money  first  before  performing  testing.  Ms. 
Amsberry  replied  that  the  testing  has  been  performed. 

h.  Ms.  Mehta  described  the  San  Francisco  Community  Power  Cooperative.  She  said  the 
goal  was  to  get  a  group  of  community  members  together  to  save  energy  and  implement 
energy  saving  programs  within  that  group.  They  are  on  budget  given  what  they've  done. 
She  said  $  1  million  is  guaranteed  to  be  spent  on  direct  services  for  members,  including 
rebates,  lightbulbs,  etc. 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  asked  the  timeline  for  the  grant.  Ms.  Mehta  said  it  is  a  two-year 
grant  project. 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  requested  the  Coop's  website  address.  Ms.  Mehta  said  the 
information  would  be  emailed  to  the  Commissioner. 

i.  Ms.  Mehta  described  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House.  They  were  awarded  a  grant 
to  weatherize  the  neighborhood  house  and  put  up  solar  panels  and  wind  turbines.  Due  to 
the  landmark  status,  they  weren't  allowed  to  put  up  turbines  and  rather  increase  the 
number  of  solar  panels  installed.  The  electric  portion  consisting  of  electrical  retrofits  have 
not  been  completed. 

j.  Ms.  Amsberry  described  Strybing  Arboretum's  project  in  which  they  collaborated  with 
neighborhood  jobs  initiative  to  recruit  and  train  residents  in  horticulture  and  open  space 
enhancements.  They  exceeded  their  goals  and  have  met  a  goal  of  placing  people  in 
positions. 

k.  Ms.  Mehta  described  Tetra  Tech.  They  had  a  rough  start  and  are  planning  to  request 
for  an  extension.  They  had  problems  with  getting  a  signed  contractor  and  now  need  a 
new  contractor  to  sign.  Part  of  the  problems  stems  from  the  City's  Performance  Bond 
requirement. 
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Comm.  Bradford-Bell  asked  about  the  complete  education  center  plan  and  whether  or  not 
it  is  completed.  Ms.  Mehta  replied  it  is  the  complete  instruction  plan  that  describes  how 
they  plan  to  place  the  exhibits. 

I.  Ms.  Amsberry  described  the  Trust  for  Public  Land  as  a  national  organization  that  is 
experiencing  trouble  meeting  Human  Rights  Commission  (HRC)  requirements.  She  said 
TPL  needs  to  become  compliant  concerning  legal  language. 

m.  Ms.  Amsberry  described  the  Young  Community  Developers  as  a  project  located  in  six 
states.  YCD  hired  people  Into  the  training  program,  conducted  community  meetings  and 
participated  in  job  fairs.  The  shipyard  is  more  of  an  issue  with  the  community,  specifically 
on  access  to  jobs  at  the  shipyards. 

Chair  Rodriguez  requested  a  timeline  and  a  finalization  on  the  current  report  presented  for 
the  next  meeting. 

The  October  Finance  &  Operations  Committee  meeting  will  address  questions  discussed 
at  the  current  meeting,  and  Tetra  Tech  will  present  on  the  status  at  the  Heron's  Head 
education  center. 

Ms.  Mehta  said  each  grantee  would  come  to  future  Commission  meetings  to  provide  a 
presentation  on  the  statistics  of  their  project. 

Ms.  Jackson  said  that  she  is  a  BVHP  resident  and  asked  if  she  would  qualify  for  any 
services.  Ms.  Amsberry  and  Comm.  Rodriguez  replied  affirmatively. 

6.  Public  Comments 

Mr.  Morrison  said  the  same  people  that  chose  the  first  round  of  recipients  would  choose 
the  second  round  of  recipients.  Comm.  Rodriguez  and  Ms.  Amsberry  replied  that  the 
Department  and  Commission  would  decide. 

Mr.  Morrison  asked  when  the  Pier  98  study  was  done  and  how  money  was  distributed 
before  the  test  was  done.  Comm.  Rodriguez  said  the  Department  would  get  clarification 
on  this  issue. 

Ms.  Jackson  spoke  of  the  burnings  at  the  shipyard  and  community  concern  about  negative 
effects  from  the  shipyards.  Chair  Rodriguez  requested  Port  representation  at  upcoming 
meetings. 

An  unidentified  male  stated  the  difficulty  of  attending  tonight's  meeting  because  of  poor 
accountability.  He  said  the  money  allotted  for  the  grants  was  for  power  plants.  He  wanted 
the  money  distributed  to  those  individuals  who  are  adversely  impacted.  He  stressed  the 
need  for  a  facilitator  and  public  contact  to  analyze  grants  on  a  monthly  basis  to  assess  the 
progress  of  each  program  and  to  find  out  how  much  money  goes  to  those  who  are 
negatively  impacted. 

Comm.  Bradford-Bell  said  she  served  with  community  groups  to  discuss  the  grants.  She 
said  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  community  members  should  be  held 
accountable. 
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Ms.  Jackson  said  she  was  unaware  of  the  $13  million  grants  until  the  HERC  meeting. 

Chair  Rodriguez  recommended  the  Commission  and  Department  to  work  with  community 
members  to  identify  representation  from  BVHP/PH  to  assist  in  communications/outreach.

February  12,  2003 

A.  Authorization. 

The  Resource  Conservation  Ordinance  (RCO)  mandates  that  all  paper  purchased  by  the 
City  must  contain  a  minimum  of  30%  post-consumer  materials.  RCO  §21  A.7(a)(l)  and 
(2).  The  ordinance  directs  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  review 
this  minimum  level  annually,  and  provides  that  the  Director  may  increase  this  level  as 
such  paper  becomes  available  at  a  reasonable  price.  RCO  §21A.7(a)(3).  The  ordinance 
further  provides  that  all  printing  and  writing  paper  products  shall  be  on  process  chlorine 
free  paper  as  it  becomes  available  at  a  reasonable  price  as  determined  by  the  Director. 
RCO  §21  A.7(a)(4).  The  Director,  in  conjunction  with  the  Purchaser,  is  authorized  to 
establish  rules  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  requirements  of  the  ordinance.  RCO 
§21A.12. 

B.  Findings. 

The  Director  has  determined  that  process  chlorine-  free  paper  with  100%) 
post-consumer  content  is  now  readily  available  and  reasonably  priced  for  all  copy,  printer 
and  letterhead  uses  by  the  City.  The  Director  has  worked  with  the  Purchaser's  Office  in 
making  this  determination.  {Kevin,  I  am  assuming  this  is  true.  I  also  assume  that  you 
have  a  report  or  something  showing  prices  and  backing  up  the  statement  that  costs  are 
reasonable.

The  purchase  of  process  chlorine-  free  paper  with  100%o  post-consumer  content  is 
necessary  to  assist  departments  in  meeting  the  RCO  mandate  to  reduce  waste  generation 
and  buy  recycled  products;  to  meet  the  state  mandate  of  diverting  50%  of  all  waste  from 
landfill,  and  to  fulfill  the  City's  goal  of  75%  landfill  diversion  by  2010,  and  ultimately, 
zero  waste.

C.  Applicability. 

This  regulation  applies  to  all  city  departments  and  their  contractors,  immediately  upon 
promulgation  by  the  Director. 


D.  Requirements. 


1.  All  City  departments  must  purchase  chlorine-  free  paper  with  100%  post- 
consumer  content  for  all  copy,  printer  and  letterhead  uses  by  the  City.  City  departments 
are  encouraged  to  purchase  chlorine-  free  paper  with  100%  post-consumer  content  for  all 
other  uses. 

2.  Pursuant  to  this  regulation  and  the  RCO,  City  departments  including  the 
Purchaser,  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  incorporate  these  specifications  into  existing 
contracts  for  the  provision  of  printing  and  writing  paper  and  services.  RCO  §21  A.7(c). 
If  the  department  is  unable  to  amend  an  existing  contract,  the  department  is  authorized  to 
enter  into  another  contract  to  procure  products  that  do  meet  these  specifications,  provided 
that  the  department  complies  with  all  other  applicable  laws.  Nothing  in  this  section  is  or 
shall  be  interpreted  to  require  or  authorize  any  department  to  breach  the  terms  of  a 
contract. 

Pursuant  to  the  RCO,  The  contracting  officer  shall  require  all  suppliers  to  certify  the 
minimum  content  of  post-consumer  materials  in  all  copy,  printer  and  letterhead  paper  to 
be  provided  in  the  performance  of  a  contract. 

3.  Pursuant  to  the  ROC,  any  City  department  seeking  the  preparation  and/or 
submission  of  any  bid,  report,  request  for  proposal,  quotation  or  other  document  shall 
specify  and  require  the  document  to  be  submitted  on  100%  post-consumer  content  paper 
and  printed  on  double-sided  pages.  RCO  §21  A. 7(e).  {Kevin,  I  assume  you  want  this?}-
